The directors met in the office C, F. 
Kennedy, Secretary, Monday afternoon 
to decide upon arrangements for the 4th 
of July meeting. It was decided to have 
a 2:40 trot, purse 8200; a 2:35 pace, 
purse 8200, and a 2:21 pace, purse 8200. 
There will be a balloon ascension, and 
probably a shooting match in the fore­ 
noon. 
Plans for the judges’ and grand stands, 
submitted by C. F, Kennedy, were 
adopted. The former will be two stories 
high, the first square, and the second 
octagonal, with a platform around it for 
the conveniences of the judges. 
The grand stand is to be 42 by 140 
feet, with a seating 
capacity of 2100, 
and so constructed that it can be enlarged. 
Michael Sweetman, Jr., was appointed 
Superintendent of grounds and police. 
W. A. Jones was authorized to secure a 
professional starter for the races. C. F. 
Kennedy was given authority to engage 
Prof. W. P. Dennis, balloonist, for the 
4th of July. 
Estimates were ordered for construct­ 
ing the fill and approaches from the south 
end of the bridge to the grand stood and

“ TIRED OF LIFE/ 
A SAD CASE. 


Clark, the Dress-Pattern Cutter, Kills Him- 
self at Connersv ille. 


Nearly every lady in Rushville will re­ 
member the brisk , blonde, breezy Jud- 
soq J. Clark , who, some months ago, 
visited most of their homes in the pur- 
suit of his business as a dress-pattern 
cutter. Clark and his wife were here 
for some months, and earned a good deal 
of money. 
He possessed great energy, 
w ts sk illfull in the line of his bneiness, 
and claimed to have held responsible 
places in large establishments. These 
pretensions found some support in his 
good address and evident ability. But 
he was a liquor-spoiled man. 
About 
two months ago Mr. and Mrs. Clark left 
h re for Cmnersville, and have been 
following their calling there most of the 
time since. 
The Connersville News, of Friday, 
gives a detailed account of his sad end, 
from which we copy the following : 
“About 9 o’clock last night, the guests 
and servants at the Grand Hotel were 
startled by a woman’s scream, issuing 
from room No. 32, on the third floor. A 
hasty investigation of the cause of the 
outcry was made, and in the room, ly­ 
ing on the bed, was found Judson J. 
Clark , weltering in his blood and dying, 
with a pistol shot through bis head. 
His wife, almost crazy with grief and 
horror, met those who first entered the 
room at the door, with the revolver, 
which she bad wrested from him, in her 
hand. Medical aid was called, but he 
died about 11 o’clock . Yesterday morn­ 
ing his wife gave him all the money 
they had—about 83—and he went to 
Laurel, ostensibly on business; but he 
returned on the evening train, drunk 
and out of money. The revolver is a 32- 
oaliber “Bull Dog,” and his wife says he 
bought it while they were stopping in 
Rushville, some week s ago. Day before 
yesterday he threatened to k ill himself 
with it, but she got it away from him at 
the time, and didn’t k now he had it in 
his possession last night. Clark was the 
son of a Baptist minister, and was born 
in Ironton, Ohio. His widowed mother 
now lives in Chicago. A note was fonnd 
on his person, in penoil, stating that he 
was tired of life.” 


A Rushville Man in Bad Luck . 


The wholesale grocery store of Wood 
& Mauzy—the junior member of which 
is Edward H. Mauzy—was burned out 
at Toledo, Ohio, last Sunday afternoon. 
The fire caught on the top floor of a big 
candy factory, next door, and an explo­ 
sion of six hundred boxes of firework s 
spread the fire beyond control. Messrs. 
Wood & Mauzy's stock was almost a 
total loss, and is stated at 834,550, but 
fully insured. Mr. Mauzy removed from 
Rushville to Toledo, with his wife, (who 
is a daughter of Milton Churchill) two 
or three months ago. His new bnsines 
venture is understood to have been a 
very promising one. Many friends ex­ 
tend their sympathy and their congratu­ 
lations, also, that the situation is miti­ 
gated by ample insurance. The building 
was owned by Milton Churchill, and 
was insured. 


At Rest at Last. 


Richmond Baity, the veteran dray­ 
man, died at home, on West Ruth street, 
at half-past 6 o'clock Sunday morning. 
He was was born in Rowan county, N. 
C., Nov. 28, 1804, and would have been 
86 years old at his next birthday. In 
1844 be became a resident of Rush 
county, settling on Little Blue river, 
north of Arlington. Five years later he 
removed to Rushville, which has been 
his home ever since. 
In the best and highest sense, Mr. 
Baity was a good man. 
He was faitb- 
fnl to all the offices of good citizenship. 
His life, although spent in its humbler 
walk s, exemplified the rare virtue of 
Adelity to duty as a man, neighbor and 
Christian. Loving order, obeying the 
law, practicing charity, fearing God, 
full of k indly feelings toward his fellow- 
men, this good cid gentleman so lived 
that he died respected by all who k new 
him. There are few tongues in Rush­ 
ville which will not speak some earnest 
word of k indness or of esteem for Rich­ 
mond Baity. Although far past the 
age when most men retire from astive 
labor, his work was not wholly laid 
aside until last September, when he had 
nearly reached his 85th birthday; and 
then only because of the inexorable de­ 
mands of a worn-ont body which could 
no longer be resisted. 
He was buried from the Methodist 
charch last Tuesday afternoon, in East 
Hill. 
Rev. John 
H. Bick ford, his 
pastor, officiated, and a large number of 
oitizens were in attendance. 


Mrs. Mary Brown Hite Hangs Herself at Her 
Home, in Franklin. 


Mrs. Margaret Windeler received a 
telegram on Monday, announcing the 
death of her sister, Mrs. John Hite, at 
Frank lin, and left by the first train for 
that place. The particulars were not 
k nown here until the arrival of the 
Tuesday morning papers. From this 
sonrce it was learned that she had com­ 
mitted suicide by banging on Monday 
afternoon. 
Mrs. Hite lost her mind some years 
ago, but after treatment in the State 
Insane Hospital, fully regained it, and 
seemed to be herself for several years. 
Daring the last winter, she had the 
grip, and this again impaired her reason. 
Her dementia took the form of a belief I 
that there was a conspiracy against her 
life. Treatment in a private hospital 
failed to bring relief, and within a week 
or two past she was tak en back to her 
home. A nurse was employed to care 
for her. It seems that on Monday after­ 
noon she eluded the vigilance of this at­ 
tendant, and tak ing a long roller-towel, 
threw one end over a beam in the stable, 
put her head through the loop, and 
strangled herself by leaning forward in 
it. 
The unfortunate lady was a native of 
Rushville, where she was well k nown 
and highly respected. She was married 
here to John A. Hite, a carriage mak er. 
They removed from here to Shelbyville, 
and thence to Frank lin, where Mr. Hite 
has for a number of years beeu a pros­ 
perous business man. Their position in 
the society of that place was good, and 
there was nothing to mar their happi­ 
ness save the mental affliction which has 
brought her life to so sad an end. Bhe 
was a sister of Mrs. Windeler, Mrs. 
James D. Sloan, now of Indianapolis, 
and John H. and William Brown, of 
this place. All have the profound sym­ 
pathy of this community. 
The fnneral services tak e place at 
Mrs. Windeler’s, on North Harrison 
street, at 2 o’clock Thursday afternoon, 
Rev. Geo. A. Beattie officiating. Bur­ 
ial at East Hill.

Farmers Wanted fo r Sev eral Hundred 
Farms in Linco lnshire, England. 
I have recently had occasion to be 
moving abou t in the agricu ltu ral dis* 
tricts of Lincolnshire, and I am in­ 
clined to think that nobody cou ld do 
that, with eyes and ears open, withou t 
now and again stopping to ask him ­ 
self: “W hat is going to be the end of 
all this?” 
“Ju st look rou nd this neighbor­ 
hood,” said a particu larly well in­ 
formed resident in the cou ntry. “Over 
yonder, at su ch and su ch a village, is 
an u noccu pied farm of 700 acres; over 
yonder is another of 600 acres, and a 
little farther off is another of perhaps 
200 acres, which has attached to it 400 
or 500 acres elsewhere. 
14At another village,” mentioning 
the name of it, 4‘a farm of 400 or 500 
acres lies vacant, another of 300 or 
400, and another of 400 acres. 
All 
these are on one estate. 
There is an ­ 
other estate lying away yonder in 
another direction which has u noccu ­ 
pied farms of a total extent of abou t 
2,100 acres and another of 600 acres, 
and so the speaker proceeded with a 
list which apparently he cou ld have 
continu ed almost indefinitely. 
Not, he was carefu l to have me 
u nderstand, that the land was going 
ou t of cu ltivation, bu t that farmers 
were giving it u p, and the great land 
owners were themselves cu ltivating it 
u nder the management of bailiffs. 
One very general effect of this is to 
redu ce the nu mber of hands employed 
u pon the land, and, as a ru le, bailiffs 
are harder taskmasters than farmers. 
Moreover, as the nu mber of employers 
diminishes the independence of tho 
laborers diminishes also. 
A man has a smaller choice of mas­ 
ters, and is more completely u nder the 
hu mb of any one who will give him 
work. 
If u nder su ch circu mstances 
is do not tend downward, it is 
partly becau se they stand at a point at 
which it is scarcely possible for men 
to exist at all at a lower rate, and 
partly becau se there is a continu al de­ 
pletion of the cou ntry into the towns. 
Throu ghou t the cou nty of Lincoln 
wages, as a ru le, stand at twelve shill­ 
ings a week. 
There are some excep­ 
tional cases in which they are less, 
and there are other cases in which 
they are a trifle more; bu t twelve 
shillings a week appears to be the u su al 
rate of pay nominally. 
The real pay 
is something less, becau se whenever 
the weather does not permit of their 
working in the fields, and nothing can 
be fou nd to do indoors, two shillings 
a day is stopped; and, of cou rse, it 
often happens that work is not to be 
had in any weather. 
“ I assu re you , sir,” said one dapper 
little woman, with a rou nd, rosy face 
and a pair of lau ghing gray eyes that 
seemed to give the contradiction to all 
her statements of trou ble and anxiety, 
“I assu re you , sir, my ole man m any 
a week iii the winter ha’ made on’y 
eight or ten shillings a week, and it’s 
the winter time as you seems to want 
it most.” 
You may hear any nu mber of su ch 
ditties in almost any village of Lin­ 
colnshire, which, I su ppose, is not con­ 
spicu ou sly worse than any other agri­ 
cu ltu ral cou nties. All being well, how­ 
ever, the people make £ 5 or so at the 
harvest, and this may be taken to make 
u p losses at other times; so that twelve 
shillings may be taken, perhaps, fairly 
to represent the weekly wages of agri­ 
cu ltu ral laborers. 
Hou se rent may, 
perhaps, be reckoned at eighteen pence 
a week, and we have ten and sixpence 
for the keep of a man and wife and 
family in food. firing, clothing, school­ 
ing, and rates.—Cor. London News.

to be rigged at an hour’s n otice, an d a 
bran d n ew on e, with its more than 
two miles of len gth woun d about an 
en ormous d rum, is l*ept all the time on 
the d ock below the Brookly n en d of 
the structure. 
On e en d of it is carried 
up to the brid ge an d fasten ed there, so 
that the briefest possible time may be 
required in an emergen cy in stretch­ 
in g it. 
An in terestin g fact in con n ec­ 
tion with the use of n ew cables on the 
brid ge is that after a fortn ight’s use 
their len gth in creases from seven ty - 
live to on e hun d red feet. 
The cause 
of this is main ly tho compression of 
the cable, which has a hemp cen ter, 
by the grips, thus occasion in g the 
elon gation . 
W hen the cable gets too 
lon g a piece is cut out an d the en d s 
spliced .

The 
on e un d er n otice is n ot on ly in expen sive, 
but it is so small that it may be carried 
in the waistcoat pocket. The retail price 
will be un d er ten shillin gs; it measures 
3£ in ches by 3 in ches an d weighs about 
four oun ces. Though so small it is n ot a 
mere toy . The in ven tor claims for it 
that it wall turn out better work an d be 
foun d more useful than larger an d more 
expen sive machin es. 
With referen ce to its con struction , all 
that can be seen when superficially ex­ 
amin ed is a d isk about the size of the 
face of a gen tleman ’s watch, in which 
the ty pe is fixed , an d on e or two small 
rollers. It will prin t a lin e from an in ch 
to a y ard lon g, an d paper of an y size or 
thick n ess can be used . An y on e can use 
it, though, as in the case of other in stru­ 
men ts. practice is required to en able the 
operator to write quickly . An other ad ­ 
van tage is that by mean s of d uplicate 
ty pes the writer can be used for d iffer­ 
en t lan guages. Paten ts have been ob­ 
tain ed for most of the coun tries in Eu­ 
rope as well as for the Un ited States, 
Can ad a an d Australia.—Mon treal Star.

F ollow in g is the serm on in f u ll: 
Two h u n dred an d fifty thou san d 
laborers in H y de park, Lon don , an d 
th e streets of A m erican an d E u ropean 
cities filled w ith procession s of w ork­ 
m en carry in g ban n ers, brin g s the su b­ 
ject of L abor an d C apital to the fron t. 
T h at all th is was don e in peace, an d 
that, as a resu lt, in m an y places arbi­ 
tration has taken place is a hopefu l 
sig n . 
The g reatest w ar th e w orld has ev er 
seen is betw een capital an d labor. The 
strife is n ot like th a t w hich in history 
is called the T h irty Y ears’ W ar, for it 
is a w ar of cen tu ries, it is a w ar of the 
fiv e Con tin en ts, it is a w ar hem ispheric. 
The m iddle classes in this cou n try , 
u pon w hom the n a tion has depen ded 
for holdin g the balan ce of pow er an d 
for actin g as m ediators betw een the 
tw o ex trem es, are dim in ish in g ; an d if 
th in g s g o on at the sam e ratio as they 
hav e for the last tw en ty y ears been 
g oin g on , it will n ot be v ery lon g be 
fore there w ill be n o m iddle class in 
this cou n try , bu t all w ill be v ery rich 
or v ery poor, prin ces or pau pers, an d 
the cou n try w ill be g iv en u p to palaces 
an d hov els.

g radu ally u sin g u p th at w hich they 
accu m u lated in better tim es, u n less 
there be some 
radical chan g e, we 
shall hav e soon in this cou n try three 
m illion h u n g ry m en an d 
wom en . 
Now, three m illion h u n g ry people 
can n ot be kept qu iet. 
A ll the en act­ 
m en ts of leg islatu res an d all the con ­ 
stabu laries of the cities, an d all the 
arm y an d n av y of the U n ited States 
can n ot keep three m illion h u n g ry peo- 
plo qu iet.

FUTILE REMEDIES PROPOSED. 
B u t th at w hich h u m an w isdom can ­ 
n ot achiev e w ill be accom plished by 
C hristian ity if it bo g iv en fu ll sway . 
You hav e heard of m edicin es so pow ­ 
erfu l th a t on e drop w ou ld stop a dis­ 
ease an d restore a patien t; an d I hav e 
to tell y ou th a t on e drop of m y tex t 
properly adm in istered w ill stop ail 
these woes of society an d g iv e con ­ 
v alescen ce an d com plete health to all 
classes. 
“ W hatsoev er y e w ou ld th at 
m en shou ld do to y ou , do y e ev en so 
to th em .” 
I shall first show y ou th is m orn in g 
how this con trov ersy betw een m on op­ 
oly an d h ard w ork can n ot be stopped, 
an d then I w ill show y ou how this 
con trov ersy w ill be settled. 
Fu tile rem edies.

Som etim es th rou g h a fortu n ate in v en ­ 
tion , or th rou g h som e acciden t of 
prosperity , a m an w ho had n oth in g 
com es to larg e estate, an d we see him 
arrog an t an d su perciliou s, an d takin g 
people by the th roat ju st as oth er peo­ 
ple took him by the throat. 
There is 
som ethin g v ery m ean abou t hu m an 
n atu re w hen it com es to the top. 
B u t 
it is n o m ore a sin to be rich th an it is 
a sin to be poor. 
T here are those w ho 
hav e g athered a g reat estate th rou g h 
frau d, an d then there are m illion aires 
w ho 
hav e 
g athered 
th eir fortu n e 
th rou g h foresig ht in reg ard to chan g es 
m the m arkets, an d th rou g h brillian t 
bu sin ess facu lty , an d ev ery dollar of 
th eir estate is as hon est as the dollar 
w hich the plu m ber g ets for m en din g a 
pipe, or the m ason g ets for bu ildin g a 
w all. 
There are those w ho keep in 
pov erty becau se of th eir own fau lt. 
T hey m ig ht hav e been well off, bu t 
they sm oked or chew ed u p th eir e a rn ­ 
in g s, or they liv ed bey on d th eir m ean s, 
w hile others on the sam e wag es an d 
on the sam e salaries w en t on to com ­ 
peten cy . 
I ku ow a m an w ho is all the 
tim e com plain in g of his pov erty an d 
c ry in g ou t ag ain st rich m en , w hile he 
him self keeps tw o dog s, an d chew s 
an d sm okes, an d is filled to the chin 
w ith w hiskv an d beer!

NEITHER THROUGH CONTEMPT NOR VIO­ 
LENCE. 
N either w ill the con test be settled by 
cy n ical an d u n sy m pathetic treatm en t 
of the laborin g classes. 
T here are 
those w ho speak of them as thou g h 
they were 
on ly cattle or drau g h t 
horses. 
T heir n erv es are n othin g , 
their dom estic com fort is n othin g , 
th eir happin ess is n othin g . 
T hey 
hav e n o m ore sy m pathy for them th an 
a hou n d has for a hare, or a haw k for 
a hen , or a tig er for a calf. 
W hen 
Je an V aljean , the g reatest hero of 
V ictor H u g o’s w ritin g s, after a life of 
su fferin g an d brav e en du ran ce, g oes 
in to in carceration an d death, they clap 
the book sh u t an d say , “ Good for 
h im !” 
They stam p th eir feet w ith in ­ 
dig n ation an d say ju st the opposite of 
“ Sav e the W orkin g Classes.” 
They 
hav e all their sy m pathies w ith Shy - 
lock, an d n ot w ith x Vn ton io an d P or­ 
tia. 
They are plu tocrats, an d th eir 
feelin g s are in fern al. 
T hey are filled 
w ith irritation an d irascibility on this 
su bject. To stop this aw fu l im brog lio 
betw een capital an d labor they w ill 
lift n ot so m u ch as the tip en d of the 
little lin g er. 
N either w ill there be a n y pacifica­ 
tion of th isa n g ry con trov ersy th rou g h 
v iolen ce. 
God n ev er blessed m u rder. 
Blow u p to-m orrow the cou n try seats 
on the ban ks of the H u dson , an d all 
the fin e hou ses on M adison squ are an d 
B rookly n heig hts an d B rookly n hill 
an d B itten hou se squ are an d Beacon 
street, an d all the bricks an d tim ber 
an d ston e will ju st fall back on the 
bare head of A m erican labor. 
The 
w orst en em ies of the w orkin g classes 
in the U n ited States an d Irelan d are 
th eir dem en ted coadju tors. A few y ears 
ag o assassin ation —the assassin ation of 
Lord F rederick C av en dish an d Mr. 
B u rke in Phoen ix park, D u blin , Ire­ 
lan d, in the attem pt to av en g e the 
w ron g s of Ire la n d—on ly tu rn ed aw ay 
from th at afflicted people m illion s of 
sy m pathizers.

In tiiis cou n try the torch pu t to the 
factories th a t hav e discharg ed han ds 
for 
g ood 
or bad rea son ; obstru c­ 
tion s 011 the rail track in fron t of 
m idn ig h t ex press train s becau se the 
offen ders do n ot like the presiden t of 
the com pan y ; strikes on shipboard 
the h ou r they were g oin g to sail, or 
in prin tin g offices the h ou r the paper 
was to g o to press, or in m in es the 
day the coal was to be deliv ered, or 
on hou se scaffoldin g s so the bu ilder 
fails in keepin g his con tract—all these 
arc on ly a hard blow on the head of 
A m erican labor, an d cripple its arm s, 
an d lam e its feet, an d pierce its heart. 
As a resu lt of on e of ou r g reat A m er­ 
ican strikes y ou fin d th a t the opera­ 
tiv es lost fou r hu n dred thou san d dol­ 
lars’ w orth of wag es, an d hav e had 
poorer wag es ev er sin ce. Traps spru n g 
su dden ly u pon em ploy ers, an d v io­ 
len ce, n ev er took on e kn ot ou t of the 
kn u ckle of toil, or pu t on e farth in g 
of wag es in to a callou s palm . 
B ar­ 
barism w ill n ev er cu re the w ron g s of 
civ ilization . 
M ark th at! 
THE ETERNAL LAW OF RIGHT. 
F rederick the G reat adm ired some 
lan d n ear his palace a t Potsdam , an d 
lie resolv ed to g et it. 
Ii was ow n ed 
by a m iller. 
H e offered the m iller 
three tim es the v alu e of the property . 
The m iller w ou ld n ot take it, becau se 
it was the old hom estead, an d he felt 
abou t it as N aboth felt abou t his v in e­ 
y ard w hen A hab w an ted it. F rederick 
the G reat was a rou g h an d terrible 
m au , an d he ordered the m iller in to 
his presen ce; an d th e kin g , w ith a 
stick in his h a n d—a stick w ith w hich 
he som etim es stru ck his officers of 
state—said to this m iller: 
“ Now, I

The num ber o f men in the mine is es­ 
tim ated at 28.

ing news fro m belo w. 
The cave-in wa 
caused by weakening o f the pro ps suj>- 
po rting the surface.

W hen the dead and charred bo dies 
were being bro ught o ut the scene at the 
mine was heartrending in the extreme. 
Men, wo men and children shrieking and 
gro aning fell upo n their knees, lifted 
their hands and eyes to ward heaven and 
prayed fo r the dead. 
Allen, the fire bo ss, who was rescued 
fro m the mine alive last Thursday night, 
died Friday. 
It is no w stated that all o f the en­ 
to mbed miners are dead. 
At 7 o ’clo ck 
Friday m o rning the rescuing party dis­ 
co vered o ne o f the Hungarian bro thers 
named Butts in an abando ned wo rking. 
He was still alive, and said that he 
tho ught the o ther men were all safe in 
o ne o f the breasts. 
This gave rise to the 
rum o r that all the men were safe. 
He 
died o n being bro ught to the surface. 
F o llo w e d by a n E xp lo sio n . 
All the men, with the exceptio n o f 
tho se rescued Thursday evening, it is 
no w said, were killed by the explo sio n 
which o ccurred two ho urs after the 
cave-in to o k place. 
The bo dies o f the 
victims are ho rribly mangled, in so me 
instances heads having been blo wn en­ 
tirely o ff. 
The ghastly appearance o f the bo dies 
cast a glo o m o ver the peo ple, and their 
lam entatio n were pitiable to hear. 
The 
co nclusio n was almo st po sitive that all 
the men m ust be dead.

At 10:15 Fo reman Reese, o f the rescu­ 
ing gang, reached the chamber where 
the men to o k refuge.

have a light to get o ut o f here."

wishes o f Mrs. Garfield, who was o p­ 
po sed to any demo nstratio n o r sho w. 
It was after 12 o ’clo ck m idnight when 
a party o f gentlemen co nsisting o f the 
Ho n. Amo e To wn-end. chairm an o f the 
co mmittee o f arrangem ents fo r the dedi­ 
catio n o n May 30, Gen. Jam es Barnett, 
and H arry A. Garfield, so n o f the late 
president, to o k a carriage fro m a do wn­ 
to wn ho tel and dro ve alo ng the famed 
Euclid avenue to the cemetery.

With the ap p ro aching warm weather 
v ario u s cau ses o f disease will dev elo p , 
u nless means are emp lo y ed to remo v e 
them. 
It is, therefo re, imp o rtant that 
a general cleaning u p be had, and that 
the debr is, which has accu mu lated du r­ 
ing the winter mo nths, be remo v ed and 
destro y ed ; in o rder that the p eo p le, as 
far as p o ssible, may be p ro tected fro m 
the rav ages o f disease, which are in a 
great measu re p rev entable by attentio n 
to well-kno wn laws o f by giene.

An Interesting Discussion of the Fee and 
Salary Question. 


The Society met in the cou rt-rocm at 
1 p. m., Satu rday, the 17 th inet. The 
minu tes of prev iou s meeting were read 
and approv ed, 
Mr. T. A Link then arose and read his 
paper, “ Shall township and cou nty of­ 
ficers receiv e a salary fixed by law, and 
the fees they now receiv e be tu rned ov er 
to the treasu rer?” This was the im­ 
portant q u estion to be considered by 
ev ery taxpayer and good citizen, irre­ 
spectiv e of any political bias or party 
affiliation. 
It is not intended to arraign 
any class of men, who now administer 
their offices u nder existing laws; bu t to 
ascertain whether there io not some bet­ 
ter as well as cheaper systt m for the tax­ 
payers. 
No one can deny that u nder the 
present state of agricu ltu re the taxes are 
most onerou s, and it behoov es u s as 
wise men to try to lighten these bu rdens 
on the indu stry of the cou ntry. 
There 
is no good reason why certain offices 
shou ld be so remu nerativ e as to make 
the holder a rich man, if he can only 
get two terms. 
Ou r officers shou ld be 
well paid, paid all their serv ices are 
reasona^y worth, so as to secu re the 
best serv ice to the cou ntry. This can 
be done by a definite fixed salary. 
They 
will then’ be paid for their work, and 
there will be no temptation to try to in­ 
crease the emolu ments of the office by 
constru ctiv e fees. Ju stice will then be 
cheaper, and the poor man can go into 
cou rt withou t fear. 
There are difficu l­ 
ties in the way of the changes, bu t they 
can and mu st be ov ercome for the gen­ 
eral good. 
Mr. 
H. B. Lu cas 
said he 
had 
thou ght mu ch on this su bject, and fu lly 
indorsed the v iews of the writer. 
Can­ 
didates expect to pay ou t considerable 
money to secu re the office, and they are 
determined to get this back again ou t of 
the office. 
This is wrong. 
It is de- 
morali' ng. 
Pay you r labu rers well, eo 
as to get good men; bu t do not throw 
temptation in their way. 
A. M. Kennedy said it was difficu lt to 
properly adju st matters, either by fees 
or salary. 
Large cou nties make their 
officers rich. 
Small ones, poor. 
There 
can be no special legislation for different 
cou nties. 
Pay you r officials liberally 
and reasonably. 
Fee or salary bills are 
difficu lt to adju st; eo are the tax Jaws. 
Indiv idu al indebtedness is mu ch easier 
to collect than pu blic. 
Ju dge Cu llen said he did not know 
what grou nd Mr. Kennedy wou ld take. 
Ev ery q u estion of bu siness adju stment 
has more or less of difficu lties to be met 
and ov ercome; bu t in those named by 
by Mr. Kennedy they are not insu pera­ 
ble. 
There is one point clear to the 
most obtu se, and that is, all money spent 
in the canv ass will be got ou t of the 
office. 
Those not familiar with these 
matters, wou ld be astonished to know 
the immense su ms contribu ted by inter­ 
ested parties to accomplish their objects. 
It is v eritably a corru ption fu nd, u sed 
to influ ence those hav ing the control of 
things, thu s debau ching pu blic morals. 
It is the u ncertainties of the perq u isites 
of an office that encou rages this ou tlay. 
A definite salary wou ld not hold ou t the 
same temptations. 
The amou nt of 
salary can be adju sted easily on the 
basis of popu lation. 
Let salaries be 
gradu ated by the ratio of popu lation. 
This can be done. 
Let candidates pu t 
themselv es on this platfoim, that v oters 
may know ju st where they stand. 
As 
long as we blindly adhere io the dictates 
of political party, irrespectiv e of princi- 
oiple, we mu st fail. 
Let both parties 
annou nce their principles at the primary 
meetings. 
There wou ld be no trou ble 
in collecting the fees. 
Pay the officers 
a good sq u are salary, and tu rn ov er the 
su rplu s to the treasu ry. 
It wou ld 
nearly ru n the State. 
Let there be 
honor in holding an office as well as 
money. 
The charge can be made and 
for the good of all ooncerned it shou ld 
be done. 
Dr. John Moffett Baid he wou ld speak 
on general principles. 
Pu blic ev ils are 
like abscesses on the hu man body. 
They are borne with for a time; bu t fin­ 
ally become so irritating, that they oan 
no longer be tolerated, and the su rgeon’s 
knife 
reliev es 
the 
festering 
mass. 
Money seems to be the main object of 
the av erage man, and his desire is to 
obtain it somehow, if possible. 
The 
q u estion for the people to consider is, 
what is a fair eq u iv alent for the labor 
done, and giv e it. 
Do what is ju st and 
fair, that is the thing demanded. 
’Sq u ire King said that it was impor­ 
tant to taxpayers to know what was the 
cheapest and the best method, salary or 
fees. 
Let u s try to ascertain this point, 
and then aot in acordance with it. 
Mr. L. McDaniel said that we shoald 
demand of ou r representativ es their 
v iews, and then we wou ld know whether 
they wou ld represent the people or not. 
Ev ery candidate shou ld adopt a manly 
cou rse in his canv ass for v otes. 
If he 
fav ors a measu re, or is opposed to it, it 
is nothing bu t right that he shou ld make 
hie v iews known, 
A non-committal 
man is not safe, 
Mr. Link closed the discu ssion. 
The President spoke of the u nion 
meeting at Milroy next Thu rsday, the 
22d inst., and hoped there wou ld be a 
fu ll attendance, as ev ery arrangement 
had been made to hav e an interesting 
and pleasant time. 
Dr. Arnold thou ght it wou ld be the 
v ery best meeting that ou r society had 
ev er participated in, and greatly re­ 
gretted the fact that he cou ld not be 
with u s to enjoy it, as he wou ld be at 
that time iu Arkansas. 
The Society adjou rned to meet at the 
u snal time and place. 
The Execu tiv e 
Committee will report the next su bject 
for discu ssion to the Secretary in time 
for pu blication.

RAILRO ADING IN 
RUSSIA. 


Ox Teams Are Said to Be Dangerous R i­ 
va ls to a Long Established Line. 
A St. Petersbu rg correspondent of 
The New York Tribu ne writes that an 
extraordinary petition has been pre­ 
sented to the minister of commu nica­ 
tions by the directors of the Basku nt- 
chak Kailway company, praying that 
measu res be adopted by the gov ern^ 
ment to prohibit the conv eyance of salt 
by peasants on floats drawn by oxen, 
“as this kills the goods traffic of the 
line.” In commenting on the abov e 
The Grashdanin states that the compe­ 
tition between the railways and oxen 
is extremely keen, especially in the 
sou th of Ru ssia, and that the oxen are 
actu ally driv ing the railroads ou t of 
the grain transport bu siness. 
Hu ge 
q u antities of the com shipped from 
Odessa arriv e at that port from the 
interior, not by rail, bu t bv old fash­ 
ioned wagons drawn by bu llocks. 
In 
this way millions of bu shels are annu ­ 
ally withdrawn from the railroad. 
The farmers allege that they are 
forced to act thu s by reason of the u t­ 
ter u nreliability of the railroad ser­ 
v ice, and by the damage, loss and de­ 
lays to which their shipments are ex­ 
posed at the hands of the railway 
companies. 
The latter defend them­ 
selv es by pleading lack of rolling stock. 
Bu t the fact is that, howev er large 
the nu mber of goods wagons might 
be, the mismanagement is so colossal 
that half the rolling stock might be 
mislaid and not discov ered for a gen­ 
eration or two. 
This is no flight of 
fancy, bu t is a statement fou nded on 
fact. 
Some time ago 7 00 railroad cars, 
both for passengers and freight, were 
casu ally discov ered in one of the dis­ 
tant su bu rbs of the city, after they had 
been entirely forgotten for more than 
ten years. 
They were standing in an 
immense field, which was su rrou nded 
by a high wooden wall, bu t withou t 
any ov erhead shelter, and therefore 
exposed to the action of rain, hail and 
snow. 
They had been bu ilt twelv e 
years ago by the firm of Gobu leff & 
Co. for the Rybinsk-Bologoffsky rail­ 
way, and had been stored there pend­ 
ing some dispu te relativ e to the con­ 
tract, and had been entirely forgotten 
by the railroad company. The wooden 
parts of the cars had rotted, and the 
moss and grass of ten years growing 
on the roof gav e them the pictu resq u e 
appearance of a portion of a ru ined ab­ 
bey.

The proposed Nicaragu an canal will 
now cost |65,000,000. The distance be­ 
tween the oceans is 169 miles, bu t only 
29 miles of canal will hav e to be du g. 
London people hav e begu n an agi­ 
tation in fav or of the addition of the 
hou r and minu te to the postmark on 
letters, as is done in American post- 
offices. 
Heretofore the English post­ 
mark, has had only the clay of the 
month, the year and the name of the 
office. 
The largest and heav iest locomotiv e 
ev er constru cted was made by the 
Baldwin locomotiv e works for the 
Northern Pacific Railroad company 
last year. 
It weighed, with its tender, 
225,000 pou nds. 
Tne ordinary weight 
is from 47 ,000 to 165,000 pou nds.

How to Carve a Turkey. 
One wav is to cu t from the breasts 
m 
sq u are slices, and proceed in the same 
way for all the fleshy parts of the bird. 
Thou gh this is an easy way for the 
carv er, it has the drawback of allow­ 
ing all the natu ral grav y to escape 
and to leav e the most delicate morsels 
clinging to the carcass. 
Or you may 
remov e the legs separately, place them 
to one side, and then do the same for I 
the wings, bu t cu t them u p in pieces 
of su itable size; next cu t off the white 
meat as close to the carcass as possible, | 
and, lastly, break u p the carcass. 
A 
third way, after the wings hav e been 
remov ed, is to break the carcass abov e 
the cru pper, which remains attached 
to the legs and forms a sort of hood, 
v u lgarly called the “bishop’s cu p.”
